FORWARD AGENDA AND PARTICIPANTS. AS GENERAL GUIDANCE, 

A MEETING OF APPROXIMATELY 2 HOURS SHOULD BE SUFFICIENT. 

GENERAL TOPICS COULD INCLUDE (1) NEW INITIATIVES FOR 
INTERNATIONAL ESV PROGRAM, (2) IMPROVED INTERNATIONAL CO- 
OPERATIVE RESEARCH IN SUPPORT OF SAFETY AND FUEL ECONOMY 
GOALS, (3) PLANNING FOR THE SEVENTH INTERNATIONAL ESV 
CONFERENCE, AND (4) OTHER VEHICLE SAFETY/FUEL ECONOMY 
SUBJECTS AS APPROPRIATE.
